together, the dilTolution ánd putrefacción of. 
every ai;iimal that dies, and the breath of 
every animal that lives, tend to contaminate 
the air ; but the growing vegetables inhale, 
and are nouriihed by this poifon, and in 
lieu thereof emit apd impregnate the atmof- 
phere with^what is pure an.¿ wholefome.— 
'By habit we may accuilom ourfelvcs to take 
poifon in fnialhdofes, without any deleterious 
effedts* From tbc fame principle, the inha-^^ 
bitant 
a cityf mçy» without particular in- 
jury, inhale a tainted atmofphere, that would 


certain feafont be fatal t« a ftranger ufed 
to the purer air of the fea or country, efpe- 
cially of a colder latitude. 


To this fociety the police look up fòr ad- 
vice refpé£iing the means of preventing dif» 
eafcs. Let us therefore co.operate wjth the 
city-councU in keeping^the city as clean as 
poffible. ^uch has been done, but more 
remains |b.do. Òur ftreets ai^ our drains 
Ihóuld be conílruíled on,new principles, and 
the low grounds filled up w^tUpiiy and whole- 
fome materials».

ant and the governor ; but 1 beg leave to 
point'out a few inftances, in which they have 
not been carried into execution. It is fev«- 
ral years fince we advifed, that ccllars in 
which rain water ufually fettled, ili ou Id be 
filled up, fo as to fec^re their coniUnt dry- 
nefs. This has not been done ; and the in- 
habitants during the late fickly feafon, have 
fuffered in confequence thereof. It is true, 
orders were iffuedto empty the cellars, after 
they were fiUed with water. That is, when 
the nuifances became intolerable to the in- 
hkbitant, he was dirédcd to diCperfe it a- 
mong his neighbours.' 


This fociety alfo rccomhieiiJed, that 
health commitúes íhouíd he appointed to

as not to anfwer the end. The rime is p?fl, 
when men ule'd to work for 'he public with- 
out fee or. reward.' This bufinefs, though 
of the fi^ confequence to the health of the 
city, 
never be performed as ftviught to 
be,'tilFone or more rerponfible officer» are 
appointed, with fultable falarics, and ade- 
quate powers, to compel houfe-keepers in a 
fummary way to keep their cellars, their 
ftables, their privies, and their yards, whole- 
itime and. clean. 


This fociety alfo recommended, that in 
future ftrcets fliould be laid out 100 feet 
wide. The fi'rft fettlers in planning Chatlef- 
ton, had no idea of its future growth. Lit- 
tle did they think t^t in one century it 
would be the metropolis of an indépendant 
ftate extending from the Atlantic 500 mifes 
to the weftward. Little did they think, that 
before the end oí* the year 1800, fuch w.onld 
be the increafe of population and wealth in 
South-Carolina', that 107 of iis citizens 
would complete a canal that opened a water 
communication between Charlcilon and the 
Alleghany inountaias. at an expence five 
times greater than the fdm the whole pro- 
vince fold for about 80 years before. The 
original plan of Cisarleflon was therefore 
more fuitcd for a country viliage than for 
the capital of iiich a fíate as South-Carolina 
foon will be, or even nor/ is'/ ît \?as wife 
ill tliç focicty, to recommend a more enîarg.

teje^our city to the country, the greater will 
bathe probability,of crap in g it,or dimimlb- 


hi| its violence. 
W ould it not be wife in 
uidn addition to an unrtmited attention to 
clrtalincfs, to plant fuch trees as maintain* 
thfir verdure throughout the iii .lily ieafan, 
la our ftrcets, church fards, and other open; 
places? T o covet our gardens, yards, aud* 
every vacant fpot with vegetable* of large 
flze and quick growth ? 
I need not mention before thi* learned fo-j 
ciety that we would thereby create an anti­ 
dote to that deleterious quality of air which 
is generated by pathng through the lungs 
of animal^ and from tilt accumulation of 
filth. 1^ cities where multitudes are croudcd 
together, the diflblution aud putrefaction of 
every animal that dies, and the breath of 
every animal that lives, tend to contaminate 
the air ; but the growing vegetables inhale, 
and are nourWhed by this poi Ion, and in 
lieu thereof emit and impregnate the atmof- 
pherc with what is pure and wbolefome— 
By habit we may aecidium ourfclvts to take 
poifon in fnialkdofet, without any deleterious 
effect*. 
From the fame principle, the inha­ 
bitant of a city, may, without particular in­ 
ju r y , inhale a tainted atmofphrre, that would 
in certain feafoni be fatal to a (Iranger ufrd 
to the purer air of the Tea or country, cfpe- 
cially of a colder latitude. 
To this fociety the police look up for ad­ 
vice refpe&ing the means of preventing dif- 
cafes. 
Let us therefore co-operate with the 
city-council in keeping^the city as tlcau as 
pollible.
